Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claims 1 , 4, 6-1 0 and 1 2-1 8 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1,10, and 13 contain a limitation to a band shape retaining member projecting 
downward from a lower end surface of the cap body with a gap between itself and the 
band. Similar structures were found in the prior art, but none which were used for a 
purpose analogous to the claimed invention, and would not have been obvious to 
combine with other references (for example: a two-piece cap wherein the band is 
assembled into an inverted U-shaped channel would not be combinable with the one 
piece cap and band as claimed).
